Most old-style barns are dark and 
often damp, this is particularly true 
of the bank barn, the front stalls 
having plenty of light and air and the 
back stalls dark and the air impure. 

If the barn faces the south, the 
windows should be of fair size. ‘The 
averagé stable window is too small. 
Windows of the size ordinarily used 
in dwelling houses are the -most con- 
venient size. The windows should be 
at least four feet from_ the floor. The 
windows should be hung on iron pivots 
so they can be opened to admit just the 
amount of-air needed. By. having ven- 
tilators arranged to take in pure air 
from the outside of the stable and carry 
the foul air out through the barn roofs 
the stock -will have an abundance of pure 
air at all times and will have better 
health. 

The old way of keeping the stables 
tightly closed during -the winter to 
save feed is sure to cause lung fever 
in horses and consumption in cows. 
No fermented manure should be al- 
lowed in the stables. Clean the sta- 
bles every moring and dust with land 
plaster; the plaster will prevent loss of 
ammonia and keep the air pure. Barns 
built on level ground should have the 
windows set opposite each other at each 
end and large windows on the south and 
north sides. In summer the windows 
should be screened to keep out flies. 
The stables should be so arranged

THE ANDOVER 'TOWNSMAN 


A Tribute to a Neighbor 


The note of the passing of our friend 
John Edward Whiting and his wife in 
last week’s issue leaves many a gap which 
those who were his business comrades 
as well as other long tried friends, 
could fill better perhaps than one con- 
fined to a short column in the rush of 
the day’s happenings. Of all the ties 
broken so swiftly this last few weeks by 
the passing of friends, perhaps we who 
go along the way, will miss most the 
quiet genial face across the street at the 
attractive window. 

I have gathered courage and patience 
many long years by his persevering in- 
dustry. All are gone from our block 
opposite who used to watch for his con- 
stant presence at the post of duty. As 
I said in the article on the Whitings 
among others here, in November 1913, 
“you would not think Mr. Whiting was 
the grandson of those fighting men of 
old, for he has also the cunning of the 
maternal Osgood and Savage lines in his 
fingers and eyes, with wheels, and does 
the fine work that helps lift the standard 
of character as well-as a bullet.” He 
was much interested after that came out 
in his grandmother's lines and I looked 
them up for him, try ing to get even 


for much free service in the past in| 


emergencies. of eye-glass and clock ac- 
cidents. 

We had much in common, Osgood, 
Abbott, and others and we found the 
traits that made the Whitings of Lan- 
caster belligerents in war and political 
bosses in peace, were bent away from 
that service in the case of himself and 
his brother William—also a jeweller, by 
the grandmother Sarah Savage, wife of 
his father Solon, She was daughter of 
Edward Savage, a portrait painter of 
the last century, whose work.is well 
represented at Harvard Theatre, and at 
one time he owned a fine collection in 
New York, later distributed to the Bos- 
ton Museum, and Mr. Whiting secured 
the fine old English clock with chimes 
and other attractions in 1865, and it was 
a labor of love to restore and get its 
history. 

As a boy, before he became absorbed 
in the finer pleasure of artistic work, he 
must have had a love of forest and water- 
way, as when his own lad was too samll 
to take a-tong tramp, he had George 
Tyler, son of the quiet Eben (a wise 
choice) along, and the two well mated 
fishermen never knew they held old Bil- 
lerica blood in common, blood that 
draws kin together down the genera- 
tions in some mysterious way, so the 
Danforth surveyors got in a chance for 
his holidays.

The fishing industry of New England, 
particularly of Massachusetts, for a 
number of years attempted to stand still. 
There was a period long years ago when 
its history was that of continuous steady 
progress. Then came the stand-still 
period. 

In 1908, by the formation of the New 
England Fish Exchange with William 
K. Beardsley as Manager, the industry

| These two events stand out as the great 
| epochs of._progess in the industry in this 
section of the country during the last 
twenty-five years. 

In the meantime, through the Bureau 
| of Fisheries, the United States Govern- 
| ment had been making a country-wide 
| movement to make>the value of our 
fisheries realized; and the food value of 
| fish appreciated. Agents of the Pure 
Food Department were enlisted in the 
work and a great deal of good was done, 
and is still being done. 

In numerous reports, however, the 
Commissioner -of Fisheries has called 
attention to une weak link an-the chain— 
the lack of co-operation on the part of 
| the: various. State governments. What 
the United States Government is doing 
for the good of the country as a whole; 
each State should be aiding for its own 
good. 

A movement which begins locally and 
spreads to be nation-wide makes more 
rapid progress than one which starts 
from a spot in the national capitol; for 
in the former case out of the way indi- 
vidual units are reached quicker than in 
the latter case. 

At this time, with a new Governor in 
our State Flouse, it is particularly ap- 
propriate to consider the case of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts in 
this respect. 

From its earliest history, Massachu- 
setts has been most intimately con- 
nected with the fisheries. Its early 
wealth came largely from that industry. 
Boston today is the great fish center of 
the country. The wonderful halibut, 
cod, and salmon fisheries of the West 
are largely managed through Massa- 
chusetts capital. 

From all this, one would naturally 
| suppose that the Commonwealth has 
been and would continue to be an ardent 
supporter of one of its chief industries— 
the fisheries. One would suppose that 
it would bestow a certain fatherly care 
on this interesting and promising infant. 
A review of history, however, shows that 
although the Commonwealth devotes a 
| great deal of care, and expends consid- 


erable money on its game fishes, which | 


turn in no revenue of note, it does not 
;even, give the commercial fisheries, 
which provide labor for thousands of its 
citizens, the courtesy of a representative 
on its Fish & Game Commission. 

True, the Commonwealth co-operated 
with the wholesale fish merchants in 
constructing the wonderful new pier at 
South Boston, but it has never -permit- 
ted the commercial fisheries to have an 
official representative. 

Under these conditions, with the en- 
ergies of its Fish & Game Commission 
entirely directed towards stocking its 


protecting its game birds, there is no 
one bearing the official stamp of the 


of the Federal Government. “t 


The position of the man who under- 
j takes to represent for the Common- 
wealth the commercial fisheries will 
have no sinecure. He must be a man 
who knows thoroughly all ends of the 
fish business. He must be able to look 
at things from the fishermen’s, the 
wholesalers’, the retailers’ and the con-' 
sumers’ points of view. On him will, 
devolve the duty of carrying on to great- |

MOHR’S TRIAL 

Providence, Jan. 27.—A thin, wan 
woman in black, Klizabeth Mohr, bat- 
tling to prove her innocence of mur- 
der, faced a court and jury from tbe 
witness stand and laid bare intimate 
details of her life with the man for 
whose death she is being tried. 

The busy scratching of pencils as ' 
fifty newspaper men and women tore 
copy was the only sound to be heard 


| when Mrs. Mohr began a recital ot 


her life. 

She thought in May, 1908, Dr. 
Mobr had been her husband through a 
ceremony performed in Brooklyn. A 
son and a daughter was born to them 
in Providence, where he practised 
medicine. The son was named after 
| the father, Charles Franklin Mohr, 
| after its birth in 1905. 

In 1908 came the second chiid, @ 
daughter who was named Virginia 
Blair. A year later brought the first 
| disagreement between husband and 
wife. The doctor became addicted to 
| drink and drugs, Mrs. Mohr told the 
jury. 

For the first time he told her there 
was no legal record of their marriage. 
He beat her and cruelly told her that 
she would be unable to find a mar- 
riage record or even the man who had 
performed the ceremony, because the 
latter had died. 

Unable to bear the shame and abuse 
heaped upon her, the wife sought 
refuge at the home of her mother, 
she said. While she sou7ht to re- 
cover -broken healtn in a Massachu- 
setts sanitarium, the husband fol- 
lowed and a reconciliation tcok place 
when he premised to go through a 
second ceremony. 

This ceremony was performed. in 
Lynn, Mass., on May 24, 1909, said 
Mrs. Mohr. For a time they were 
happy. in July of that year, she 


| testified, the doctor visited a woman 


4 friend in Nova Scotia and again be- 


| eame abusive when she upbraided him 
| for his trip. : 

When her mother died he demand- 
| ed the ins.irance policy. He knocked 
| her to the floor senseless after she 
told him it had been given to someone 
else for safe keeping. 

Thus Mrs. Mohr dscribed her un- 
| happy life to the court. She seemed 
to gain strength with every incident 
that freshened her memory of abuse.
